cigarette advertising continues In 
raise a sloi'iti In the Halls uf 
■Congress. Recently, the Untied 
Slates House, of Representatives 
passed a .bill IILR. CJSS431 lequir- 
ing cigarette: packages lo con- 
tain the following legend: 

"Winning: The Surgeon Gen- 
eral has Determined lliat Cigar- 
elle Smoking is Dangerous' to 
Your Health and may cause Lung 
Cancer or other Diseases." 

The legislation imposes no ob- 
ligation to Include this warning 
in radio, TV, Newspaper or maga- 
zine cigarette advertisements. 
Neither does the ^measure affect 
cigars, pipe tobacco or 'roll your 
own J Bull Durham". _ 

Indeed, the principal effect of 
the bill is to extend existing re- 
straints against the Federal Com- 
munications Commission, the 
Federal Trade Commission or 
any other Federal agency which 
is Inclined to prohibit ALL adver- 
tisements of cigarettes not warn- 
ing of the potential dangers to 
health which attend cigarette 
smoking. The measure is still 
pending in the United States Sen- 
ate where its fate is uncertain. 

A serious question is raised as 
to the limits of FCC control over 
TV and radio advertising. Pos- 
sible dangers to health arc inher- 
ent la .a great many products 
Including drugs, cosmetics— ever 
some foods, If radio and. TV, ad- 
vertising of various products is 
to be prohibited by a Federal 
agency-created -by-the-Congrcss, 
how Tar does this' authority ex- 
tend? : For the time being— at 
least— the Congress seems in- 
clined to prevent this authority 
from being extended even to cig- 
arette ads. - . :

How- 
ever, there are strong indications 
that the glamorous "Marlboro 
Country" and "You've come a 
long way, baby" commercials 
soon may be relegutcd to the 
archives. 

The Congress is left then with 
this most perplexing dilemma. 
How long will tobacco be recmed 
an agricultural product— Enjoy- 
ing a direct Federal subsidy in 
19(18 of more than 30 million? It 
Is strange, indeed, lo pay farm- 
ers who grow tobacco on the'r 
own land and then virtually for- 
bid the tobacco to be sold— be- 
cause of its danger to human life. 

There may be- some indication 
as to tobacco's future in thclacl 
that while population rose in 
lflca, cigarette sales were down 
more than 230 million packs.

Commonwealth Edison Com* 
pany hns announced that it will 
seek a general - increase in rales 
in an application .to be filed with 
(lie Illinois Commerce Commis- 
sion next month. . 

At the same time, Chairman J 
Harris Ward announced a re- 
vised estimate ctf the company's 
earnings for this year; 

"At our annual meeting in 
.May," lie said, "I9f»fl earnings 
were estimated at about $3.15 a 
share. Now, particularly as_a 
result of the unremitting pressure 
of inflation on our costs, it ap- 
pears we will i)c hard pressed to 
push earnings for the full year 
above the $3.02 per share reported 
for the 12 months ended June 30. 

"It has also become apparent 
that- we must reluctantly seek 
rale relief to offset, the higher 
costs of borrowing money, a grow- 
ing tax burden and steadily ris- 
ing process for equipment, ma- 
terials and labor required to pro- 
vide reliable service totcuslomers. 

"Our present estimate is that 
an increase on the order of per 
cent will be needed to raise our 



revenues and earnings to a fair 
rate of return on the fair value of 
our property." 

Ward said details of the pro- 
posed rate increase will be set out 
in the application to. the Illinois 
Commerce Commission, but in- 
dicated that" revised charges 
would lie equitably applied among 
the company's 2'ii million custom- 
ers. 

Ward pointed out tliat over the 
past seven years Commonwealth 
Edison has reduced charges for 
electricity by more than $30 mil- 
lion on an' .annua! basis, despite 
the rising price trend of other 
commodities and services. 

"Since March,, lfl02^Jie_said, 
"the average cost of electricity 
to our. residential -customers has 
gone down more than. 13 per cent. 
Meanwhile, other consumer prices 
have gone up and up, with the in- 
crease in the past year running 
about five per ecnl." Edison's 
average residential revenue per 
kilowatt-hour, he also noted, is 
now at an all-time low of 2.54 
cents. ,

Judging • from experience going 
bock a quarter of a century, "the 
VA says the number of delays 
would be reduced drastically if 
veterans and schools did their, 
part of the required paperwork 
. . . and did it on time. . 

If the veteran who was in, col- 
lege Inst semester followed in- 
structions and returned his Cer- 
tification of Attendance at the end 
of the last term, he has nothing 
more to do before his checks 
start arriving this fall. The Col- 
lege registrar, of course, must 
Toltow through and, return the 
completed . enrollment certifica- 
tions to the VA. 

If. the veteran did not return 
his Certification of Attendance, 
he should do so immediately. 
If the certification is lost, the 
veteran should contact the VA 
off ice v that issued it to him. 

Veterans enrolling for the first 
time— or who have changed col- 
lege or program— must be cer- 
tain: ... ^ ■.. 

1. They have obtained a prop- 
er Certificate of Eligibility from 
the Veterans Administration. 

2. They have submitted this 
Certificate to the college regis- 
trar. ; 
. 3. The college registrar re- 
turned the completed' certificate 
to the VA. 

Normally, payment for Septem- 
ber and October is combined 
in the first check mailed to vet- 
erans in November.

High Price 

A supcrpool blend price of at 
least $4.93 per hundredweight, 
highest June blend price in the 
history of the- Chicago milk mar- 
ket but four cents under May, 
this-year.willbc paid dairy farm- 
ers' for Grade A Milk~delivered 
during June to Chicago-market 
plants within zone 1 of the Chi- 
cago regional federal milk order. 
This was announced by Central 
Milk Producers Cooperative, an 
organization of It) Wisconsin and 
Hllinoisy.daiiry— farmer- coopera- 
tives which supplies- most of the 
milk for Chicago, Milwaukee, 
Madison, and northeastern Wis- 
consin. 

Zone 1, the area in which the 
$4.95 price applies, includes the 
Illinois and Wisconsin territory 
within 85 miles; of Chicago, plus 
^Milwaukee county, Wis., and 
Winnebago county, 111. - • ' 

The $4.95 applies to milk of 3.5 
per cent butterfat content and 
is a blend of the June supcrpool 
price of $5.79 per hundredweight 
for Class I (bottling) milk and 
$4,39 per hundredweight for 
Class II milk 'milk used for oth- 
er than bottling purposes*. 

June Class' I (bottling) milk 
utilization was 40 per cent of the 
total milk in the Chicago regional 
market pool compared with .45 
per cent in May. The lower utili- 
zation for June is attributed to 
the closing of schools, family va- 
cations, and increased production. 
Total milk in the pool in June, 
a 30-day month, was 668,664,650 
pounds compared, with 681,197,330 
pounds in May, a 31-day month. 
However, June milk production 
was up approximately 315,000 
pounds per day over the May 
daily average.-— A— 

The producer butterfat differ- 
ential on June milk under the 
Chicago regional order is .8,1 
cents per hundredweight for each 
one-tenth of 1 per cent above or 
below 3,5 percent. 

The market blend price paid 
paid Chicago regional market 
producers is reduced two certts 
per hundredweight for each 15 
miles beyond, zone 1. 1
